.2. Applicable Laws: The Revised statutes of the State of Indiana, and ail City ordinances insofar as they apply to the laws of competitive bidding, 
contracts, ar.d purchases, are made a part hereof. 

3. Workmen’s Compensation: Insofar as Workmen’" Compensation Act is concerned, the bidder or contractor agrees to fuyniah an official, cenifi- 
cate from the Industrial Board of Indiana, showing that he is in compliance with such law. whenever such certificates are required in the Chi 
Document.

To this extent the bidder or contractor agrees to furnish adequate Public Liability and Property Damage Insurance, the amount of which will be 
determined by the City whenever such insurance is deemed necessary. When so required the types and amounts of insurance to be provided is 
set forth in the Bid Document. 

5. Pricing: Prices should be stated in units of quantity specified in the Bid Document. In case of discrepancy in computing the amount of the b ? d 
. ' the unit prices quoted will govern. 

6. Delivery: Quotations should include all charges for delivery, packing, crating, containers, etc. Unless otherwise stated by the bidder prices 
quoted will be considered as being based on delivery to the destination designated in the Bid Document and to include all delivery and packing 
charges.

Taxes: The City is generally exempt from Federal Excise and Indiana State Sales Tax. Quotations must be separated to show the amount to 
be added for taxes of any kind if applicable. Prices should not include tax. The City will pay such taxes as are applicable to this purchase. 
Exemption forms will be furnished wherever necessary. Taxes -wherever indicated and which are applicable to this purchase, will not be subject 
to any trade or cash discounts. 

Bid Informalities and Rejection: The City reserves the right to waive informalities not inconsistent with law or to reject any or all bids. 

Award: Unless otherwise specified in the Bid Document the City reserves the right to accept any item in the bid. Unless otherwise stated in 
the Bid Document bidders may submit proposals on any item or group of items, provided however that the unit prices are shown as requested. 

Payments: Partial payments may be made upon presentation of properly executed claim voucher unless otherwise stated In the Bid Document, 
The final payment will bo made by the City when the materials, supplies or equipment has been fully delivered and accepted or the work com- 
pleted to the full satisfaction of the City. 

Bidder's Sismatnre: Each proposal form must be signed by the bidder with bis usual signature. All signatures should be in fall. 

Bids by partnership should include the names of the partners composing the partnership and must be signed by one or more of the partner in 
the following manner: "JohniJones and James Smith, d.b.a., Smith-Jones Company, by John Jones, a partner”. 

Bids by corporations rhust be signed with the names of the corporation, followed by the signature and designation of the president, vice-president, 
or rverson authorised to bind it in the matter. 

The successful bidder, or contractor, agrees that he will comply with Indiana Acts 1961, chapter 208, section 10, being Bums Indiana Statute

We want to thank you for the curtesy shown to us at the bid 
opening . 

We were disappointed of course, that we were not low bidder 
but we wanted you to know that our price was based on supplying 
the equipment as per the specifications. We feel the major difference 
between our unit and the competative unit bid are as follows. 

. (1 ) Bedknife to reel adjustment. Item #5. The positive single 

point adjustment is the first new major breakthrough in reel mowers 
in the past twenty years. Although all reels of this nature are de- 
signed to operate ten to twelve years, maintenance can become a pro- 
blem and can also be quite expensive. The single point adjustment 
allows any operator to keep the mowers in perfect adjustment at all 
times. The micrometer type of adjustment automatically moves the 
reel to the bedknife by .001 of an inch each time the indexing knob 
is turned. This is extremely important where operators change and one 
man is not responsible for total operation of a unit year in and year 
out. The competative unit has an adjustment on each side and must be 
in perfect alignment or abnormal wear occurs. The Toro unit is positive 
and normal ly requires but oneclick a day and can be done by anyone at anytime,

ency to rifle. This is a condition caused by the rythmatic hum of the 
blades passing over the bedknife. In the 7 bladed Toro unit this is 
corrected by staggering an odd number of blades each set at a slight 

Vifi?nn" ln Th aC 7 n ki essence breaks up the rythum and eliminates 

rifling . The 7 blades thus create more than just a better cut. 

(3) The next area where the deviation from the specs could cause a 

problem is in the constriction of the reel itself. Toro's reel blades are 
riveted to a malleable cast iron spider. The competative unit has the reel 

blades welded on a steel disc. In general golf course maintenance many 
foreign objects are encountered in mowing, some of these are picked up be- 
tween the reel and the bedknife, twisting and bending the reel blade. Because 
of Toro s malleable spiders, the Toro reel blade can more easily be hammered

back into shape. If the replacement of a blade is ever necessary 
the rivets can be removed and a new single blade installed. This is 
not true with the competative unit. 

Although not specifically mentioned in the specifications, the 
Toro universal frame has three scientifically determined draw points 
for each cutting unit that results in a powerful hold-down pressure 
on the rear roller. This permits faster mowing speeds without bounc- 
ing or skipping of the cutter units. 

Mr. Demetroff, although these are not all of the differences 
between the two units bid, they are the major areas where we feel the 
Toro unit excels. When you consider there are sixteen cutter units 
involved, each having a usable life of ten years, the cost difference 
per unit is exceedingly small a prorated over ten years is but a 
dollar or two a unit per year and I am sure maintenance cost will 
more than justify the difference. 

However, if you are interested in the six blade reel without the 
single point adjustment we could supply them. A 7 unit and 9 unit set 
would cost the city $5520.00. However, we do not feel the purchase of 
these units would be in the best interest of the city.
